One reason for this 
was that under the system of southern society 
more attention was given to the education of the 
ruling classes than to that of the whole mass 
Apother reason was the non-education of Slaves. 
He did not intend to discuss the moral asp‘ct of 
slavery. In former days, everybody believed it 
right. ‘The people of New Eagiani, who import - 
ed the negroes, as well as the southern people 
whe bought them, believed it right. He 
merely wished to point out that there 
seemed to be a providence in the way the black 
race had reached its higher place. They 
greatly advanced intellectually before the a 
tion of slavery, but there was necessarily a limi- 
tation to such progress under the old system. 
There was but one way to abolish slavery, and 
the two sections were arrayed against each other 
on the subject. If the abolitionists had offered to 
buy and pay for theslaves, the offer would not 
have been accepted, nor would the whole people 
have submitted to taxation for that purpose, 
claiming their right under the constitution to 
hold slaves. Providence knew how to carry out 
its own desigas. The passions and prejudices of 
both sides were aroused, and the only way to 
eradicate slavery was to tear it out by the roots. 
The institution was stated on the result of the 
war, and while nether side contemplated 
the abolition of siavery at the begin. 
ming, the termination of the struggle was 
its abolition, ‘and thus another step was taken 
in the wonderful development in reference to 
this race. From prisoriers of African chiefs they

He complimented the ne- 
groes upon their self-control and peaceableness 
under their new political condition.

The whole country 
was interested in the intelligence of the colored 
population. There was complaint that the ne- 
gftoes were cheated at the polls. Ignorance can 
be cheated anywhere. Educate these people up 
to a knowledge of their rights and to the form 
and spirit of our government, and there would 
be less and less danger.
